During 1925, the report shows, 2,139,-

passengers passed through Chicago 
harbor. In 1924 the tonnage amouhted 
to 1,658,087 and the passenger traffic 
was 1,090,159. The increased value of 
sthe 1925 commerce over that of 1924 
was $33,725,880. This was largely due . 
to greater tonnage in automobiles. 
"The increase in tonnage through 
Calumet harbor was due to greater 
activity in the iron and steel industry. 
Receipts of iron ore exceeded those of 
any year since 1916. The comparative 
figures disclose that 9,461,569 tons of 
freight, valued at $143,146,798, ‘were 
handled in 1924 while 12,286,170 tons, 
valued at $103,172,037, passed through 
the harbor in 1925.
